cause  of  a.  serious  nuisance,  have  no\{  been  closed  down. 

Prevention  of  Daraar-p  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

A fully , trained  full- tine  Rodent  Operator  is  employed  by  the  Council 
to  carry  out  the  .practiccil  operation  of  the  Act,  Use  has  been  made  of 
the  Refresher  Courses  organised  by  the  Ministry  of  71griculture,  Pood  and 
Pishei’ies,  and  the  Operator  has  attended  a three  day  course  at  Truro. 

The  courses  are  found  to  be  useful  ii  keepiig  methods  up  to  date,  and  in 
finding  solutions  to  individual  problems  tlrrough  discussion. 

No  formal  proceedings  under  the  Act  i/ere  necessary.  Private  di/el- 
liigs,  business  premises  and  Council  properties  have  all  been  subjected  to 
regulox  treo-tments,  and  the  degree  of  infestation,  particularly  ii  respect 
of  rats,  has  I'emained  light,  although  there  has"  been  an  increo.se  ia  the 
mouse  population. 

The  annual  Test  Ba.iting  and  Mo.intenance  Trec.tments  were  caxricd  out  on 
the  sewerage  systems,  in  addition  to  Block  Treatments  of  properties  where 
necessary.  Once  again  the  results  have  been  very  sa,tisfaxtory,  little 
evidence  of  iifestation  being  found,

Food  hygieno  Regulations  - It  v?as  dur’ing  this  year  thet  the  Food 
and  Drugs  int,  1955j  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  first  hecamo  opera- 

tive, necessitating  a gx'eat  dead,  of  extra  work  in  iispections  and  advisory 
visits.  Prior  to  the  coming  into  force  of  the  novf  legislation,  circulars 
were  sent  to  o.ll  food  jjuemises,  explaiiiirr  the  requirements  'vTith  which  aJLl 
traders  \/ould  he  e:cpected  to  comply.  The  delivery  of  the  circulars  v.ns 
followed  Ujp  hj^  advisory  visits,  x/hen  any  difficulties  or  raismdcrstc2idings 
wore  discussed.  It  wa.s  found  durin,  _ these  iiitial  iaspections  that  tra.de 
organisa.trons  ha.d  given  local  hoteliers  and  food  tracers  vaiLuahle  advance 
infomation  end  tiie  majority  were  aJLready  well  arv/cre  of  the  requirements 
of  the  now  1 gislation. 

Dur jng  the  coiurso  of  iiitial  iispections,  one  ms  particularly  s truer 
hy  the  nuiuher  ')f  smaller  hoarding  houses  wliich  had.,  even  at  that  time, 
provided  \/ash-hand  hasins  with  liot  and  cold  running  'vfo.tcr,  for  tlie  use  of 
stoifs,  as  distiict  from  sides  used  for  washing  up  and  the  preparation  of 
food.  This  is  no  douht  explained  hy  the  fact  thait  many  of  the  hoarding 
houses  'i/ere  origiially  private  houses  ^ith  domestic  staffs,  and  the 
present  arrcaig ements  are  vj.rtually  as  they  have  aiv/ays  heen.  In  only  ten 
hoardiig  houses  irere  hrnd-washin,;,  facilities  not  ava.ilahle.  In  the  case 
of  very  sraall  hondLiig  houses,  run  entirely  hy  the  members  of  one  family, 
it  ivas  accepted  that  a vnsh-hend  ha.sii  with  hot  and  cold  nnniig  wuter  ii 
some  part  of  the  house,  for  exaaplc  the  haucliroom,  was  sufficient.  In  no 
case  i/as  it  found  necessary  to  issue  on  "Exemption  Certificate"  under 
Regulc.tion  yl* 

Management  stafi's  ha.ve  heen  fond  extremely  co-operative  i securiig 
com]pliauice  wioh  all  the  Rer^plations.  This  ho.s  heen  particularly  true  in 
respect  of  cleanliness  of  personnel  and  equipment.  Notices  regarding 
smoking  mid  hand  ’washing  liave  heen  lihorallp^  displayed,  and  compalia.nce  is 
in  most  instances  ve:.y  feill.  It  is  particularly  interesting  and  pHcasing 
to  note  that  in  menp-  of  the  small  hoarding  houses  clenxliness  and  conduct 
v/as  of  an  exempalaiy  charactor. 

Dude  has  its  hlack  spots,  as  indeed  has  eveny  town,  hut  the  Regula-
